1. WE ASSUME EMB LAGOS AWARE THAT THERE NO CURRENT NEED 
FOR ADDITIONAL TROOP CONTRIBUTORS TO UNEF AND THAT THERE 
IS IN FACT SOME CONCERN RE PRESENT SIZE OF TROOP CONTRIBUTOR 
UNITS. SHOULD ENLARGEMENT OF UNEF BECOME NECESSARY AT LATER 
STAGE, SECRETARIAT OFFICIALS HAVE TOLD US IN CONFIDENCE THAT 
SYG'S NEXT CHOICE WOULD BE LIBERIA-MAINLY BECAUSE OF CONSTANT 
IMPORTUNING OF LIBERIAN GOVERNMENT. ASIANS AND LATINS, WHO NOW
